God, | Thank Thee-Luke 18:11 


The custom of thanksgiving is 
very old. The idea of setting apart 
a special day for returning thanks 
to the Deity goes back to the most 
primitive times. The Egyptians, 


Jews, Greeks, and Romans all held 


festivals and various religious ex- 
ercises devoted to the idea of 
thanksgiving. The Hellenic god- 
dess of the harvest was supposed 
to preside over the Greek thanks- 
giving day, while the Latin god- 
dess of ature, Ceres, occupied a 
similar position in the religious 
life of the Romans. Throughout 
European history we read of days 


specially set apart as times of re- 
joicing over victories and as occas- 
ions of special thanksgiving. It 
was, in fact, the usual thing for 
the church to consecrate a certain 
number of days during the year tu 
fastings, thanksgiving, and pray- 
er. During the reign of Elizabeth in 
England, many such occasions are 
noted. An especially well known 
thanksgiving day, and _ probably 
one which had decided influence 
in helping to establish our own ce- 
lebration, was the one observed in 
Leyden, Holland, on Oct. 3. This 
day commemorated the raising of 
the siege of the city by the Span- 
ish in 1575. The fact that many Jf 
the Pilgrim fathers had lived in 
Holland and that they established 
the thanksgiving custom less than 
fifty years after the siege of Ley- 
den, would seem to indicate that 
the well known Holand festival 
furnished the immediate prototype 
for its American successor. 

There are three thanksgiving 
days in American history which 
stand out with special preemi- 
nence. First, the Thanksgiving of 
the Pilgrims at Plymouth in Nov- 
ember, 1621, when the colonies 
gave thanks for the harvest they 
had garnered after a year of most 
strenuous effort and _ hardships. 
Second, the first national Thanks- 
giving Day observed on Nov. 26, 
1789, by proclamation of Washing- 
ton. Third, the thanksgiving day 
of November, 1863, established by 
Abraham Lincoln, and since then 
observed as an annual festival. 
Previous to Lincoln’s proclama- 
tion Thanksgiving Day had been

“Oohe Spirit of “Ghanksgiving

In the year 1621 Governor 
Bradford decreed a day of Thanks- 
giving and rejoicing, even under 
adverse circumstances. This exam- 
ple spread to various New Eng- 
land states. During the Revolution, 
Congress frequently recommended 
days of thanksgiving and prayer. 
After the close of the war many 
states adopted the custom of an 
annual day of thanksgiving. No 
special day or date for these 
thanksgiving periods were at that 
time set. It remained for President 
Lincoln to proclaim a national day 
of thanksgiving which was done 
in the year 1863, the date being 
August 6th. This day was set apart 
as a day of national thanksgiving, 
praise and prayer. Since the year 
1864 the last Thursday of Novem- 
ber has been proclaimed annually 
by each successive president as a 
day of national thanksgiving. Such 
a day is especially fitting since the 
constitution of the United States 
was adopted as a Christian gov- 
ernment, giving to its citizens the 
right to worship God according to 


the dictates of their own con- 
science. Such days are observed in 
other countries also, especially in 
Canada, however, the origin of 
Thanksgiving, antedates such pro- 
clamations as are herein mention- 
ed and takes a retrospective view 
by way of summarizing Jehovah’s 
blessings upon His people. 
Individual Thanksgiving 

Thanksgiving on the part of each 
individual should spontaneously 
spring out of the blessings wrought 
in the heart by the Spirit of God, 
which would naturally include a 
spirit of thanksgiving along with 
all other material blessings. After 
the return of the Jews from cap- 
tivity in Babylon and during the 
time of the rebuilding of the walls 
in Jerusalem, Nehemiah appointed 
two great companies which stood 
and gave thanks unto God for His 
favor and blessing. 

Thanksgiving is the act of ac- 
knowledging and confessing with 
gladness the benefits and mercies 
which God bestows upon His peo- 
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ple. One special feature of the 
peace offering mentioned in Lev. 
7:11-15 was that of a thanksgiving 
sacrifice. The peace offering was 
typical of Christ who is our peace, 
Eph. 2:14. To those who enjoy the 
peace of God thru Christ the spir- 
it of thanksgiving is of natural se- 
quence. Despite the apostasy of Is- 
rael in the light of Amos 4:5 it is 
evident that the people continually 
offered a sacrifice of thanksgiving. 
Not only was it customary to ren- 
der thanks unto Jehovah but they 
sang songs of thanksgiving, Neh. 
12:8. 


Thanksgiving in Divine Worship 
The Psalmist David in Psa. 95: 
1-2 exclaimed, “O, come, let us 
sing unto the Lord, let us make a 
joyful noise unto the rock of our 
salvation, let us come before ‘is 
presence with thanksgiving and 
make a joyful noise unto him with 
psalms.” The child of God who has 
been delivered from his sins and 
exalted to a favored position of di- 
vine inheritance, should be pos- 
sessed with a desire to render 
thanks unto God for His manifold 
blessings. In harmony with what 
David understood to be a part cf 
divine worship, he appointed Le- 
vites to render thanks unto the 
Lord, 1 Chron. 16:4. Such praise 
was enjoined every morning and 
evening as a part of the work of 
the Levites. The spirit of thanks- 
giving has accompanied the life 
and ministry of all our great pro- 
phets and religious teachers of 
which Jesus Christ was the chief 
example and embodiment of 
thanksgiving. In Luke 10:21 we 
have these words from the lips of 
the Master, “In that hour Jesus re- 
joiced in spirit and said, I thank 
thee O Father, Lord of heaven and 
earth, that thou hast hid these 
things from the wise and prudent, 
and hast revealed them unto 
babes. Even so Father, for it seem- 
ed good in thy sight.” In John 11: 
41 we have from His lips again, “I 
thank thee that thou hast heard 
me.”’ The Apostle Paul understood 
that Jesus Christ was the avenue 
thru which thanksgiving should 
be rendered, Rom. 1:8, for thru 
Him we have received manifold 
blessing for which we should ren- 
der thanks. Again from the Apos- 
tle we learn in 1 Cor. 14:16, 17 
that it was particularly a part of 
the ministry of the Spirit in edify- 
ing each individual to impart the

“Ghe Day of “Ghanksgiving

Text: Eph. 5:20, “Giving thanks 
always for all things unto God and 
the Father in the name of our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” 

The day which 
apart as a day of thanksgiving 
when he gives thanks for the 
blessings of the year, should be a 
daily duty even if not in so elabor 
ate a manner. This feast day, ac- 
cording to authorities, was begun 
by the English Harvest Home and 
was an old-fashioned festival held 
to celebrate the completion of har- 
vest. 

The first American Thanksgiv- 
ing Day was observed by the Ply- 
mouth colonies Nov. 26, 1621. It 
became general. Governors issued 
thanksgiving proclamations. Suc- 
cessive presidents have issued pro- 
clamations since Lincoln issued 
his in 1863. In reality it has become 
popular. 

The Original Plymouth Thanks- 
giving was held under peculiar cir - 
cumstances. Men had been perse- 
cuted and driven over the lands of 
the Old World by a group of for- 
mal worshipers. They desired to 
worship God in the true way. 
Their persecutors saw no need of 
this manner of reverencing God 
and as a result they turned to the 
New World. After much suffering 
and waiting upon God, they real- 
ized the end of a harvest. When 
the first corn crop was gathered, 
Governor Bradford and the _pil- 
grim fathers decided to have a 
feast of ingathering, a day of 
thanksgiving. This feast, may it be 
known, was offered to God for His 
blessings in their time of prosper- 
ity as well as in time of need. 
They had preaching, feasting, etc.., 
which lasted three days. This ws 
the first feast of its kind in Amer- 
ica that we know anything about 
but it was by no means the first 
thanksgiving offered to God. 

King David labored under an in- 
spiration from God and gathered 
from different parts of his king- 
dom material for the temple. 1 
Chr. 29:2,3 tells us that he had pre- 
pared with all his might, gold, sil- 
ver, brass, iron, wood, onyx stones 
glistening and of diverse colors, all 
manner of precious stones, and 
marble stones in abundance. More- 


man has set 


- over he had set his own affectious 


to the house of God. The people 


and princes offered willingly as 
shown in verses 6-9. Wherefore 
David blessed the Lord before all 
the congregation. By him God was 
declared the glorious owner of all 
that was in heaven and earth. 
Thanksgiving and praise was of- 
fered to God. A confession was 
made that all that was given came 
of God and they were only return- 
ing what was rightfully His.What a 
Christian spirit we see here. How 
much God could and would bless 
humanity today if they would ad- 
mit the truth and reverence God in 
this manner instead of shirking 
duty and selfishly holding that 
which rightfully belongs to Him. 

Another example is found in 2 
Chr. 5:12, 18. When the temple 
was completed and the ark of the 
covenant was brought in, the Le- 
vites, who were the singers, with 
their sons and brothers, blew upon 
their trumpets and sang songs of 
thanksgiving and praise unto the 
Lord .As a result God came in their 
midst. The house was filled with a 
cloud, to the extent that the 
priests could not stand to minister 
by reason of the cloud. What God 
will do for us today as a result of 
reverence is beautifully pictured 
here and in the tabernacle of the 
wilderness. What the shekinah glo- 
ry was to the tabernacle so is the 
Holy Spirit to the Church and to 
the believer’s body which is the 
temple of the Holy Ghost. 1 Cor. 
6:19. Cf. Eph, 2:22. 

Daniel prayed to God for wis- 
dom and interpretation of the for- 
gotten dream of Nebuchadnezzar. 
God heard and the secret was re- 
vealed to Daniel. He in turn gave 
thanksgiving and praise unto God 
Ch. 2:17-23. Such wisdom is need- 
ed today and such can be obtained 
thru prayer and thanksgiving un- 
to God. 

Jesus in His humility and rever- 
ence of the Father by whom He 
did all things, set a perfect exam- 
ple in Mt. 26:26, 27 when He» 
blessed and broke the bread and 
when He took the cup. He gave 
thanks. How beautiful and blessed 
even in the most trying moments.

“Che Gospel Portrayed in Prophecy by the 
Prophet Ssatah 


BY PAUL H. WALKER 


It is our purpose today to con- 
sult the Prophet Isaiah regarding 
the gospel of the New Testament 
which he saw with a prophetic eye 
that was to come through the 
promised Messiah. The Apostle 
Paul in the book of Hebrews tells 
us that they (the Old Testament 
characters) could not be made per- 
fect without us. Different Old Tes- 
tament characters, especially Isa- 
iah the prophet, foresaw the gos- 
pel age seemingly in its entirety. 
Thus, as he was moved upon by 
the Holy Ghost, he spoke directly 
regarding nearly all that we have 
in the New Testament. We are 
giving you a study of the book of 
Isaiah with reference to what he 
said regarding the coming Mes- 
siah and prophecies that He would 
fulfill. As it is written in the 
Psalms, 40:7, also referred to by 
the Apostle Paul in Hebrews, 
“Then said I, Lo, I come: in the 
volume of the book it is written of 
me, I delight to do thy will, O 
God.” Jesus would come in the 
volume of the book as the book 
(Old Testament prophecies) had 
written of Him. He also said He 
delighted to do the will of His God 
and He proved His statement by 
doing the will of His God in the 
most adverse circumstances. 

Now let us consult Isaiah the 
prophet. First, we will refer to the 
scriptures regarding the concep- 
tion of Jesus. In Isaiah 7:14 we 
read, ‘““Therefore the Lord himself 
Behold, a 
virgin shall conceive, and bare a 
son,,and shall call His name Im- 
manuel,” and we compare this 
with Matt. 1:21 where we find 
these words, “And she shall bring 
forth a son, and thou shalt call his 
name JESUS (Savior): for he 


_hardest atheist 


shall save his people from _ their 
sins.” Then again we turn to Luke 
1:31, “And, behold, thou shalt con- 
ceive in thy womb, and bring forth 
a son, and shalt call his name JES- 
US.” Here we see the Prophet Isa- 
iah foretelling the coming of Je- 
sus and the testimonies of the New 
Testament writers speaking of the 
conception of Jesus in the forego- 
ing scriptures, and Jesus did come 
as a Savior of the world as Isaiah 
had prophesied. In comparing the 
scriptures of the Old Tes.ament 
and their fulfillment in the New, 
and noticing their harmony and 
direct fulfillment of prophecy, the 
ought to be con- 
vinced that the Scriptures are the 
infallible teachings of God. The 
unity of the Bible proves its divin 
ity. Isaiah spoke of the coming 
Christ who brought the gospel to 
all humanity. Isaiah no doubt long- 
ed to see our day but had to wait 
as a prisoner of hope in the pri- 
son house for the Messiah which 
he prophesied would not leave him 
without hope, but he was tu rest a 
little while until this same Christ 
would pay the price for redemp- 
tion and preach to the prisoners 
of hope and grant to them the 
same degree of deliverance that 
He has to those of the New Testa- 
ment. 

Then we notice again 

THE BIRTH OF JESUS 

In Isaiah 9:6 the prophet looks 
from the time of the birth of the 
Christ clear through the _ gospel 
dispensation of the Gentile age, 
past the tribulation, and sees the 
Messiah in the great Millennium, 
and he says, “For unto us a child 
is born, unto us a son is given: 
and the government shall be upon 
his shoulder: and his. name shall 
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be called Wonderful, Counsellor, 
The mighty God, The everlasting 
Father, The Prince of Peace.” The 
Prophet sees Him as the Christ 
child, born of a virgin, but he says 
this child is born unto us. John 
said that God gave His only begot- 
ten Son. This Son took upon Him- 
self the form of a servant and be- 
came subject unto death, even the 
death of the cross, proving that 
He was given unto us, and it was 
for us that He laid the plan of re- 
demption. 

It was for us that He went to the 
garden and agonized in prayer un- 
til blood ran from the pores of His 
skin; it was for us that He went to 
the unjust court to be condemned 
by unjust witnesses; it was for us 
that He bore the bloody stripes of 
the Roman scourge; it was for us 
that He suffered the terrific blows 
from the fists of the Romans, that 
split His lips, and beat His face in- 
to a pulp. It was for us that He 
had the beard jerked from His 
chin. Isaiah 50:6. It was for us 
that He carried His own cross to 
Calvary and suffered and died the 
death of a criminal for the sins of 
the world—not that we should 
trample Him beneath our feet but 
men should receive Him as their 
Savior because He came for us 
and through this tragedy on Go!- 
gotha’s brow He set us a new or- 
der sealing His message to the 
world with His own blood and 
making the Testament of force. 
Here the government of God, in a 
spiritual sense at least, was put in 
order and placed upon His should- 
er, Jesus is the great Head of this 
government and we are His sub- 
jects, being trusted with the plan 
in telling men what is required of 
them in order to receive the child 
who unto us has been given. 


The prophet tells us His name 
shall be called Wonderful. We no- 
tice that this is in future tense. 
While it is true that we call Him 
Wonderful today from an individ- 
ual standpoint, but in that day, the 
great Millennium, the whole earth 
shall be full of His glory and unto 
Him shall the gathering of the peo- 
ple be. All sorrow and sighing shall 
flee away, and all Israel shall re- 
turn to Jerusalem with everlasting 
songs and joy. Then He shall be 
called Wonderful universally. It is 
then that He shall be the Mighty 
and Wonderful Counsellor. The 
world doesn’t counsel with Him 
now but when .He becomes . the

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OUTLOOK BRIGHT FOR THE 
SPANISH WORK 


We are glad to report that we 
are back on the field again after 
an absence of several weeks, dur- 
ing which time we were privileged 
to attend the 29th Annual Assem- 
bly of the Church of God which 
convened in the Soldiers and Sail- 
ors Memorial Auditorium at Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., Oct. 6-12, this tru- 
ly being a time of refreshing from 
the presence of the Lord. The 
writer has been to thirteen of the 
last fifteen General Assemblies 
and is made to wonder where we 
will find a building large enough 
to accommodate the crowds in a 
few years from now if Jesus tar- 
ries. For, although this year’s 
place of meeting compares favora- 
bly with the largest auditoriums of 
the country, having a seating ca- 
pacity of fifty-five hundred, it was 
far too small to seat all those pre- 
sent at the main services, making 
it necessary for hundreds to retire 
to the “upper-room” in the Com- 
munity Hall above which has 
a seating capacity of around fif- 
teen hundred, where special ser- 
vices were held. A great deal could 
be said with reference to the As- 
sembly in general but since ‘this 
subject has been dealt with by able 
writers already, we had better get 
back to the question. You will no- 
tice by reading the list of overseers 
for the ensuing assembly year that 
I have been placed over the Span- 
ish work in Mexico and Central 
America. 


In Mexico 


On our way West we stopped on 
the Mexican border at Douglas, 
Ariz., and conferred with Sister 
Atkinson who is probably in Old 
Mexico by this time engaged in 
her work of evangelization along 
with six other native workers 
whom the Lord has recently rais- 
ed up, and although our building 
program has been cut short and 
our public services are still closed 
by government order, they have 
not formerly confiscated our pro- 
perty and taken it over and we are 
still hoping that we may be per- 
mitted to re-open along with other 
Protestants when the .Church- 


State war is over between the 
Mexican government and the Ro- 
man Catholic church. 


In the meantime we must con- 
tinue our soul-saving work, the 
order of the day being personal 
evangelization in connection with 
secret gatherings wherever possi- 
ble. It has ceased for the time to 
be a question of so many buildings 
of adobe, mortar, etc., but human 
bodies or temples of clay in which 
God has seen fit to dwell through 
the Spirit. Shall we fail those 
precious people in the greatest re- 
ligious crisis of their lives? Can’t 
you see them now in your imagi- 
nation with brown hands extended, 
palms upward, and with tears 
streaming down their cheeks while 
they cry, “Come over and _ help 
us”? God forbid that we should 
fail Him in the least, or even show 
any signs of weakening. It may 
seem that some of our dear breth- 
ren will have to face the firing 
squad before it is over, but sud- 
den death means sudden glory if 
one is ready. The present program 
of the Mexican Government em- 
braces a six-year plan of socialis- 
tic or communistic teaching which 
they say will unteach, so to speak. 
the religious theory and rid the 
country of its influence, substitut- 
ing the godless theory in its stead. 
and they are backing their de- 
mands with cold steel, powder and 
lead. They have combined the red 
and black flags which typify 
bloodshed and death, and only last 
week one large church was enter- 
ed over here in the territory of 
Lower California, anf made the 
headquarters of one of these god- 
less hordes after dismanteling the 
church furnishings and _ replacing 
religious pictures on the wall with 
those of certain Mexican officials 
of State. On this occasion the red 
and black flag was nailed to the 
cross. Recently a parade of 150,- 
000 marched thru the streets of 
Mexico City backing up the gov- 
ernment’s six-year plan. They car- 
ried a banner reading, “Here 
comes the archbishop of Mexico,” 
who was represented by a dead 
turkey suspended from a pole as if 
crucified. The Pope is momentarily 
expected to denounee the Mexican 
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Government before the world, cail- 
ing upon his people to stand for 
their religious rights, which of 
course will be the signal for the 
beginning of what is termed a 
“holy war.” These people surely 
need our prayers. 

As for our work, the best we can 
do is to try and hold what ground 
we have and await the outcome. 
The whole world is bound to face 
this same _ situation 
Yes, I said the whole world! So 
we had better work, for the night 
is coming when man’s work ‘s 
done in so far as the work of the 
Church is coucerned. 

But after all has been said, the 
outlook is bright for the Spanish 
work as we have many doors of 
opportunity open to us along the 
border, to say nothing of Centra! 
and Souch America. We are work- 
ig at a disadvantag> because wr 
do not have some kind of a paper 
in Spanish. You can readily see 
how hard it would be to get along 
without the Evangel when it 
comes to the work among the 
English speaking peuple. If Jesus 
tarries and the Antichrist forces 
do not close in on us too rapidly 
from this angle, there is no rea- 
sou why we cannot have a Span- 
ish work in the very near future 
with its membership running into 
the thousands. If we will pray, per- 
haps the Lord will send us a little 
money to start printing a paper. 
We could start in a small way to 
begin with. 

in Central America 

The work in Central America is 
spreading very rapidly. I have had 
some very encouraging news froin 
there since the Assembly. The re- 
vival fires are burning with souls 
praying thru to God. One more 
mission station has heen wupened 
up. Brother and Sister Furman, 
our missionaries to Guatemala. 
will soon be sailing for their field 
of labor where they have been 
used of the Lord for so many years 
and we feel somehow that even 
greater success awaits them. 

We hope to spend some time 
with them this year, going over 
the work, and to visit some other 
Central American republics while 
there, in an endeavor to spread 
out in these new fields. 

Our foreign Mission Board has 
acted in good faith and added sev- 
eral new missionaries and native 
workers to. the force with greater 
financial obligations so it means 
that we will have to get. ‘behind 


eventually. | 
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them with our prayers and fi- 
nance and see the program put 
over, that the work may not only 
spread in the foreign fields but in 
the homeland as we endeavor to 
get the gospel to those beyond 
our frontiers. 

Our foreign mission funds en- 
joyed an increase during the as- 
sembly year just closed, which 
amounted to seventy-four per cent 
and which is commendable. With 
a little more effort on the part of 
our good folks we can make a go 
of it again this year. Some mighi 
say, “Why all the talk about mon- 
ey when the gospel is free?” Yes, 
but it costs a great deal to carry 
it around the world, especially 
when you go to the foreign field 
as in most countries they will not 
admit you now unless some relia- 
ble organization is backing you up 
with enough finance to guarantee 
your support. 

Please pray for those of us 
whose lot it is to pioneer work in 
new fields as it is extremely diffi- 
cult often to even get a hearing. 
But God is still able to break thru 
and give us gracious revivals ev- 
erywhere. Your brother and ser- 
vant in the Lord.—J. H. Ingram.

The Test of False Thanksgiving 

The test of pharisaical thanksgiv- 
ing is the possession of a funda- 
mental attitude. Whenever we fee! 
that we are better than others and 
that our own goodness makes us 
immune so far as_ responsibility 
for helping others is concerned, we 
are putting ourselves in a position 


to pray like the Pharisee. There 
perhaps never was a time in the 
history of our nation when we 


were more tempted to take this at- 
titude than we are today. Beyond 
any question we are by far the 
richest nation on earth. From the 
standpoint of military powers, ou 
people have better educational fa- 
cflities, greater material comforts 
and greater opportunities for ad- 
vantages than are enjoyed by any 
other people on the globe. 

The Nature of Thanksgiving 

We need the attitude of the pub- 
lican rather than the attitude <f 
the Pharisee. As we approach our 
day of national Thanksgiving in 
the face of our responsibilities to 
the world, we should be humbie 
instead of amusing the attitude of 
self-righteousness. There are so 
many outstretched hands from the 
needy ones of the world that we 
should have little cause for self- 
gratitude. It is useless for us to 
pride ourselves in our superior vir- 
tue and wealth as long as we do 
not use these gifts to better condi- 
tions of others. If we really pos- 
sess the spirit of Thanksgiving. 
we want to show that spirit by 
whole-hearted sacrificing in inter-

spirit of and render thanksgiving. 
Thru the Pauline Epistles there is 
a constant and symmetrical spirit 
of praise and thanksgiving. We 
are further taught in 1 Thess. 5:18 
to give thanks in everything, to 
which the Apostle adds, ‘For this 
is the will of God in Christ Jesus 
concerning you.” God wills us to 
be thankful. Those who do not 
render thanks unto God are ob- 
stinate, stubborn, and resentful of 
His offered mercy and manifold 


blessings. 

Complainers 
There are, however, constant 
complainers who murmur about 


evil things that happen and would 
seek to criticize God as though He 
was not a God of love and mercy. 
They overlook the permissible ev- 
ils which God allows to discipline 
sinful creatures and that by the 
law of sowing and reaping men are 
oftentimes visited with calamities 
and distress for which they are en- 
tirely responsible. However, in that 
God has made it possible for all 
mankind to be saved and that He 
sendeth rain upon the just and the 
unjust, not only has He given oc- 
casion for thanksgiving from each 
individual but has made it possible 
that a day of national thanksgiving 
is not out of order. A single day of 
thanksgiving will however’ be 
found inadequate to express pro- 
per thanksgiving unto God regard- 
less of how elaborate  prograins 
may be rendered, and how dramat- 
ic and eloquent speakers may b2 
who may deliver public addresses 
on such occasions. The spirit of 
thanksgiving exists as a part of 
our religion which should spring 
out of our inner spiritual life and 
should be in daily administration 
in practice and in precept. 
Future Thanksgiving 

During the millennial age when 
Israel is regathered they will again 
offer peace offerings and thank 
offerings, Eze. 43:27. These will 
be offered for the purpose of 
reconciliation on the part of the 
people, Eze. 45:15, over which Je- 
sus Christ will function as High 
Priest and of whose death such of- 
ferings are retrospective. “For the 
he will 
comfort all her waste places and 
he will make her wilderness like
